Volumes lA through IVB were submitted in an IDS in the prior application on April 
2, 1999, and relate to a first motion for summary judgment based on prior publications and on 
sale bar under Section 102. The court denied this motion in a ruling from the bench during 
the hearing, Volume III, item (m). 

Volumes V through VII were submitted with the Request for Continuing Prosecution 
Application on June 24, 1999. Volumes V through VII relate to a second motion for 
summary judgment, again asserting invalidity resulting from on sale activities before the 
critical date. This motion largely rehashes the evidence presented in the first motion. 

Volume Vm is submitted with this IDS. Volume VHI was received by the 
undersigned on August 9, 1999. It is a resubmission of the motion contained in Volumes V 
through VII. 

The summary judgment motions and related papers in Volumes lA through VIII 
reflect only two of nine summary judgement motions filed to date by CDS. The court has
